Footnotes

We would like to see an 
official inquiry into the ac- 
tions of the San Bernardino 
County planning commission. 
We have never sat in on any 
of the sessions of this august 
body, but recurring reports 
of its complete indifference to 
county taxpayers and proper- 
ty owners appearing in the 
audience on controversial is- 
sues can only indicate that 
something is truly wrong. 

On several occasions dur- 
ing the past year, we have 
learned from a number of 
Upland-Foothill area residents 
of the county commission’s 
patent ability to ignore pro- 
perty owners attending ses- 
sions to express views on is- 
sues before the planners. 

Sevéral issues important to 
groups in the Alta Loma-Cu- 
camonga area were handled 
with large groups of taxpay- 
ers in the audience receiving 
the ‘‘brush-off’’, according to 
the reports of the area resi- 
dents. Perhaps the commis- 
sion is carefully weighing the 
arguments on both sides of an 
issue, but if this is being done, 
the word never filters down to 
the taxpayer sitting in the 
audience. It appears that de- 
cisions are made in advance 
on the basis of one party’s 
presentation, with the commis- 
sioners entering the so-called 
‘‘public hearings’’ with closed 
minds. 

We take issue with the plan- 
ning commission after read- 
ing a front page banner story 
in the Yucaipa News-Mirror, 
telling of the county commis- 
sion’s action in permitting a 
rest home to be built in an 
M-1 zone without hearing the 
15 property owners appearing 
in opposition to the permit. 

We have no interest in Yu- 
caipa, and know nothing of 
the situation surrounding this 
issue, but it is of considerable 
interest and consternation to

Approval of the “upper | 
freeway’’ route through Up-| 
land, designated to follow an | 


east-west route between 19th! 


and 20th streets, will be ap-| 
proved soon by Upland city) 
council with no condition as| 
to the ‘‘recessed Euclid cross-| 
ing’’ desired. This action will 
permit the California ‘High-| 
way dept. to enter negotia- 
tions to purchase rights-of- 
way for the new freeway 
through this city. 

The council agreed Thurs-! 
day night to approve the free- 
way route after C. V. Kane, 
CHD district engineer, assur-| 
ed Mayor Donald Carr and 
Councilman Abner Haldeman 
that the city could later nego- 
tiate regarding the type of| 
crossing for the freeway at) 
Euclid Ave. He emphasized 
that approval of the route 
would in no way hinder their | 
efforts to secure a depressed 
crossing rather than an over- 
pass crossing. 

Mr. Kane further indicated 
in a letter to the council that | 
Euclid Ave. at the location of 
the proposed freeway crossing 
serves as a flood control chan- 
nel, with this channel depart- | 
ing from Euclid at 19th St., 
following 19th St. east to the| 
settling basin. ‘‘This flood} 
control channel is the most | 
apparent deterrent to freeway 
trench (depressed) construc- 
tion.

Dr. Latimer Was A Fauiidos 
Of University Of Shanghai 


Memorial services for 
late Dr. James V. 
were held Friday afternoon 
in Draper Memorial chapel, 
Ontario, when the former 
missionary, educator and the- 
ologian was eulogized by Dr. 
Harold Jones, minister at 
Clatemont church; Dr. Lewis’ 
iC. Hylbert, 435 Drake Ave., 
who served with Dr. Latimer 
in the Chinese mission field, 
and the Rev. Walter Mason, 
who roomed with Dr. Latimer 
at Rochester Theological sem- 


inary more than half a cen 
tury ago. 

Dr. Hylbert spoke on the 
years he knew Dr. Latimer 


in China and revealed con- 
siderable achievements of the 
missionary known to but a few 
of his intimates here. 

He told of Dr. Latimer hav- 
ing been one of the founders 
of the University of Shanghai, 
a Baptist college, and served 
for almost 20 years on its 
board of directors and its ex- 
ecutive committee. In these | 
nositions, Dr. Latimer aided 
with programming for the 
University curriculum and | 
for the construction develop- | 
ment on the campus. 

“Early in his life in Huch- 
ow, China, he realized keenly | 
the need for schools for the| 
education of the children of | 
the church members,” Dr.

Four zones for -placing of 
commercial districts are in- 
cluded in the proposed master 
zoning ordinance, copies of 
which are now being studied 

These zones are: 

C-1, ‘‘Neighborhood Stores.’’ 

C-2, “Neighborhood Sho p- 
ping Center.’ 

C-3, “General Commercial 
district.” 

C-4, “Highway Commercial 
District.” 

Approval of a _ “precise 
plan’? for development rests 
with members of the planning 
commission for all except the 
C-3 district. In this district, 
no site plan or architectura! 
plan approved is required. 

The C-1 district is ‘intended 
to serve as a shopping center 


for the convenience needs of 
a residential neighborhood, ac- 
cording to terms of the docu- 
ment. It also contains this 
declaration: “‘The size of the 
center is proposed to be di- 
rectly related to the quantity 
of purchasing power available 
for the support of those stores 
that are classified for this 
district.” 

C-2 specifications will per- 
mit a larger shopping center. 

C-3 relates to an area simi- 
lar to Upland’s downtown 
shopping district. , 

C-4 restritions’ permit es- 
tablishment of business firms 
related to highways and the 
proposal lists 26 different kinds 
of stores and seven different
